Division; and Walter Barbo, Chief, 
Airports Division. Also on hand to 
answer questions pertaining to 
aviation will be Lloyd Adams and 
Bob Taylor, Chiefs of the Flight 
Standard District offices in Mon- 
tana. 

This session will also qualify pilots 
for a chance to win a $50,000 air- 
plane of their choice, and also a 
chance to win a certificate redeem- 
able for $100 worth of dual in- 
struction.

FAA Features 
Gallatin Field 


The unique architecture and 
sculptures in the Gallatin Field air- 
port terminal have been featured in a 
recent publication of the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 

Bozeman’s airport was one of 24 
included in the FAA’s publication on 
“Design, Art and Architecture of 
Airports.” The publication features 
some of the top designs in airports 
across the United States. 

Gallatin Field’s terminal was 
included because it “reflects the area 


using native materials and a concern 
for the wilderness of the region.” 

Jim Dolan’s sculpture “The Flight 
of the Geese,” and the use of native 
stone in construction were cited as 
outstanding examples of airport 
design and use of art. 

“The recently opened airport 
terminal makes striking use of native 
materials,” the publication states. 
“Massive boulders from nearby 
quarries complement the laminated 
wood beam ceilings. A fireplace near 
the baggage claim area welcomes the 
winter travelers with a roaring wood 
fire.” 

Gallatin Field is one of the smallest 
airports featured in the FAA’s publi- 
cation.

We have received word from the FAA that the Forest Service plans to 
change the status of the Sondreson airstrip at Polebridge from public use to 
restricted use and then to completely close the airstrip. I have written to the 
FAA, and Aeronautics Board Chairman Sammons has written to the United 
States Forest Service expressing our strong opposition to this proposal. 

We feel that if the U.S. Forest Service pursues their plan, public hearings 
should be held to air the issues and receive input from the public. 
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The Helena Vigilante Hangar will host the Montana Pilots Association 
Fall Fly-In in Helena on October 17. An air show is planned which will include 
aerobatics, flour bombing contest, spot landing contest, ultralight demon- 
stration, skydiving, and a static display of antique airplanes, new airplanes, 
experimental airplanes and military aircraft. 

The Montana chapter of the Antique Aircraft Association will support the 
MPA event by holding their fall fly-in and meeting in Helena on the same day. 
Both the MPA and MAAA will hold separate meetings in the Aeronautics 
Division Board Room during that day.

Great Falls sponsored an Aviation 
Appreciation Week August 17 
through August 23. Activities during 
the week included a joint FAA and 
Montana Aeronautics Division safe- 
ty seminar, a joint Montana Pilots 
Association and Civil Air Patrol 
meeting, an aviation employees 
reception, a joint FAA and Ultra- 
light enthusiast meeting, an Air- 
port Authority V.I.P. reception and 
press conference, and an Ultralight 
rally. 

During the week there were special 
displays in the terminal at the Great 
Falls International Airport, includ- 
ing NASA’s Saturn Encounter dis- 
play, mockups of Boeing 757 and 767 
aircraft, films and slide programs 
presented by airlines serving Great 
Falls, and a number of commercial 
aviation displays. 

The week climaxed Saturday and 
Sunday, August 22 and 23, with the 
Great Falls Flying Festival at the 
International Airport. 

Bob Hoover, one of the world’s fore- 
most aerobatic pilots and an execu- 
tive with Rockwell International, 
performed in his World War II fighter 
plane, P-51 Mustang, and the Shrike 
Commander, a twin engine business 
aircraft produced by Rockwell Inter- 
national. 

Among Bob’s aerobatics, he pilots 
his Shrike Commander through stunt 
runs with no engine power, perform- 
ing barnstormer loops, a point turn, a 
180-degree bank turn, then touching 
down on one wheel, alternating to the 
other, leaving the ground, rolling, 
and finally landing. 

Those attending the air show were 
also treated to Art Scholl’s aero- 
batic skills. His career spans more 
than 25 years as an air show per- 
former, competition aerobatic pilot, 
stunt pilot in over 100 films and 
commercials, aerobatic flight in- 
structor, and contest judge. As a 
member of the U.S. Aerobatic Team, 
he has competed internationally anc 
when he retired from competition in

1971, he left as the U.S. National and 
International Aerobatics Champion, 
with a record of nine consecutive 
years on the U.S. Team. 

Bob and his DeHavilland “Super 
Chipmunk” performed maneuvers 
such as the outside loop to ground 
level, the lomcevak in which his air- 
plane tumbles end over end, and an 
inverted ribbon pick-up. Bob does the 
lomcevak with red, white and blue 
smoke streaming from the wings and 
tail. 
Steve Wolf and Steve Soper, known 

as the Northern Knights, thrilled 
audiences with their fast-paced dual 
aerobatics. Both fly Pitts Special S-1s 
and their performances included 
formation loops, torque rolls, head on 
snaps, simultaneous lomcevaks, and 
hammerheads. 

Al Newby from Belgrade per- 
formed “The Ballet of the Sky,” the 
name given to his aerobatic show. 
He performs in a Great Lakes 
Trainer, a plane manufactured in 
1931. 

Newby first flew in 1937, flying 
planes with World War I engines. 
Since then he has logged in excess of 
23,450 hours of flight in more than 
44 years experience. 

The Royal Eagle Squadron, Bud 
Granley and Bob Jones, performed 
their tight precision formation aero- 
batics in their Harvard AT-6. Their 
performance included close 
formation loops, rolls, opposing 
maneuvers and vertical rolls. 

The air show also featured Mike 
Wigen’s aerobatics in his new- 
generation Z-250. The Z-250, un- 
conventional by previous aerobatic 
standards, has a low drag, a high 
horsepower engine, and a nitrous 
oxide injection system. 

In addition, crowds were treated to 
a free-fall exhibition by the U.S. Sky- 
diving Team, a World War II air- 
craft fly-by, Ultralight demon- 
strations, and a fly-by with the

Safety Board Cautions 
Non-Instrument 
Rated Pilots 


The National Transportation 
Safety Board urges non-instrument 
rated pilots to develop a “turn back” 
psychology when faced with adverse 
weather conditions. 

Although a decision to turn back 
may cause the pilot and passengers 
inconvenience, the Board’s accident 
statistics show that for many non- 
instrument rated pilots the alterna- 
tive can be a fatal accident. Pilots 
should guide themselves by these 
rules when coping with possible 
weather problems along a proposed 
line of flight: 

1. Get a weather briefing. Adequate 
briefings, properly understood and 
applied, are the best basis for 
determining whether your flight 
should be executed as planned. 

2. Establish clearly in your mind 
the current enroute conditions, the 
enroute forecast, and the “escape 
route” to good weather. 

3. Once you begin your flight, 
update your weather information fre- 
quently. 

4. Unless you are instrument- 
proficient and have an instrument- 
equipped aircraft, avoid areas of low 
ceilings and visibilities. 

5. File an appropriate flight plan.
